(Crain's)  — The  Illinois  Historic  Preservation  Agency  is  acquiring  LeRoy  Neiman's  1969  painting  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  one  of  the  best-known  20th-century  portraits  of  the  16th  U.S.  president. 

The  painting,  purchased  for  $100,000  with  non-taxpayer  funds,  is  slated  to  be  displayed  at  the  Abraham  Lincoln 
Presidential  Library  &  Museum  in  Springfield  as  well  as  in  traveling  exhibits  as  the  museum  gears  up  for  the 
2009  bicentennial  of  the  Great  Emancipator's  birth. 

"I  think  it's  wonderful  it's  there,"  says  Mr.  Neiman,  a  former  Chicagoan  who  now  lives  in  New  York  City.  "It's 
traveled  all  over  the  world." 

Best  known  for  paintings  of  sporting  events  and  athletes,  Mr.  Neiman  studied  and  taught  at  the  School  of  the  Art 
Institute  of  Chicago.  His  early  work  appeared  frequently  in  magazine  and  clubs. 

"Leroy  Neiman  has  an  international  reputation  and  is  one  of  the  more  renowned  artists  of  the  20th  century  and 
21st  century,"  says  Illinois  State  Historian  Thomas  Schwartz.  "He's  one  of  the  few  modern  artists"  whose 
impressionistic  style  is  so  distinctive  and  so  well-known  that  "most  people  can  properly  guess  who  did  the 
painting." 

His  painting  of  Lincoln  was  the  first  in  a 
series  of  historical  figures,  including 
Napoleon  Bonaparte  and  Winston  Churchill, 
he's  put  on  canvas.  Commissioned  by 
Ralph  Newman,  the  late  founder  of  the 
Abraham  Lincoln  Book  Shop  in  Chicago, 
the  painting  was  once  featured  on  the  cover 
of  the  Chicago  Tribune's  Sunday  magazine 
and  later  was  made  into  limited  edition  silk- 
screen  prints  signed  by  the  artist  that 
currently  sell  for  about  $3,500  apiece. 

In  an  interview,  Mr.  Neiman  says  he  was 
"excited"  about  painting  Lincoln  and  studied 
several  Lincoln  statues  in  Chicago  for 
inspiration. 
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"It's  a  good  one,"  he  says.  "I've  always  felt 
good  about  it." 

The  state  agency  is  buying  the  painting 
from  Bernard  Slepak,  president  of  Highland 
Park-based  History  House  Inc.,  a  sales  and 
promotion  firm.  Mr.  Slepak,  a  Civil  War  buff 
and  close  friend  of  Mr.  Newman,  says  he 
originated  the  idea  and  paid  for  the  painting, 
with  Mr.  Newman  facilitating  the 
commissioning  of  the  work.  Mr.  Slepak  later 
created  the  silk-screen  version  of  the 
painting  in  the  mid-1970s. 

"I  have  been  looking  for  a  home  for  the 
original,"  Mr.  Slepak  says.  "I  felt  it  needed  a 
home  where  the  public  could  see  it." 

Funds  for  the  acquisition  will  come  from  the 

Lincoln  Library's  "dedicated  revenue  Image  of  a  serigraph  from  Neiman's  Lincoln  portrait 

stream,"  and  no  taxpayer  dollars  will  be 

involved,  Mr.  Schwartz  says.  The  artwork  was  originally  listed  on  the  state's  procurement  Web  site  at  $26,000, 

but  that  was  a  typographical  error. 


The  $100,000  purchase  price  is  twice  the  highest  amount  the  historic  preservation  agency  has  paid  for  a 
painting  before,  although  it  once  paid  $175,000  for  a  bronze  casting  of  Lincoln's  hands  and  face.  Half  of  the 
money  for  that  purchase  came  from  donated  funds.
